The Foreign Minister was ad- 
dressing 2 foreign press conference 
at Belt Agron in Jerusalem to ex- 
plain Israel's position on the March 
7 deadline. He had just Hstened to 
President Sadat’s statement, broad- 
cast live by Cairo radio and delayed 
the press conference for about 20 
minutes in order to react to Sadat's 
statements on the cease-fire issue. 

1967 TRUCE BINDING 

Mr. Eban emphesized that the 
June, 1987 Security Council resolu- 
tion on the cease-fire had a “bind- 
ing and continuing force which no 
party ‘had the right to cancel uni- 
laterally.” Although Israel did not 
recognize the Merch 7 deadline, 
certain significance was being given 
to this date by others and it was 
therefore important to compare Is- 
rael’s and Hgypt's positions on this 
issue.

“Our central position,” reiterated 
Mr, Eban, “ls that a peace settle- 
ment must be negotiated in all its 
parts, and that It cannot be imposed 
from the outside or dictated by one 
of the parties to the other.” Israel 
was entitled to equal status as ar- 
chitect of the peace agreement, and 
shouid not be expected to simply 
“sign on the dotted line.” 

At the same time, the Foreign 
Minister made clear that Israel 
would. remain a party.to the Jarring 
talks, despite strong reservations 
about the “utter lack of communi- 
cation” which has characterized 
them.

Soviets operate 3 
secret bases in 
Egypt — Jackson 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Senator 
Henry Jackson said yesterday that 
the Soviets currently operate three 
secret bases in Egypt that are 
closed to Egyptians and from which 
reconnaissance missions are run. 

He also announced, on a TV-ra- 
dio programme, that the Soviets 
are now deploying huge, new ad- 
vanced intercontinental missiles 
qualitatively mightier than their 
known weapons. 

(The Defence Department, asked 
about this, said, “It ia correct that 
we have detected some new ICBM 
construction in the Soviet Union. 
We are not sure exactly what it 
is or what Soviet intentions are.) 

‘The Senator also revealed Egypt 
President Anwar Sadat’s visit to 
Moscow before Sadat himself an- 
nounced the trip in his cease-fire 
speech to the Egyptian people. 
Questioned about his information, 
Senator Jackson said he could ποῖ 
disclose his sources, “but you can 
rely on what I said.” 

There was no Immediate reaction 
from the State Department, but 
officials in Washington said private- 
ly that they considered it encou- 
raging that Sadat did not say 
shooting would be resumed. 

George Bush, the new U.8. Am- 
bassador to the U.N., told newsmen 
after rellgious services at the White 
House that “none of the seasoned 
diplomats think shooting is going 
to start" as a result of Sadat's 
decision. He added that both sides 
seem committed to the idea of mili- 
tary restraint.

Egynt's President Anwar Sadat 
declared last night that his coun- 
try is no longer commitied to 2 
cease-fire, or even to refrain from 
opening fire. in a 20-minute speech 
to the nation, delivered barely five 
hours before the expiration of the 
Inet 30-day truce, Sadat added, 
“But this does not mean that guns 
will fire tonight or that diploma- 


tic efforts will cease.” 


He urged Egyptians to unite 
behind the country’s armed forces 
for what he saw as ἃ violent, long 
ami bitter battle, and said he had 
taken his decision aware that it 


“entailed sweat and blood.” 

The President revealed that last 
Monday he had left for a two-day 
visit to Moscow, where he reviewed 
all aspects of the situation with the 


ed Kremlin leaders, Sadat revealéd that 


he had conferred at length with the 
Soviet party boss, Leonid Brezhnev, 
Premier Alexei Kosygin and Pres- 
Ident Nikolal Podgorny, and re- 
turned to Cairo on Tueaday even- 
ing “completely satisfied." 

He did not elaborate on this 
hitherto unannounced visit, but nad 
high praise for Moscow’s “honour- 
able" position, He expressed grati- 
tude for Moscow's support in the 
“political, economle and military 
Spheres,” and recalled that the 
Soviet Union had been standing by 
the Arab nation “through the most 
dificult deys in our history.” 

The Egyptian leader delvered his 
gpeech in a calm tone over Cairo's 
radio and TV networks. The ad- 
dress was preceded by half an hour 
of martial music and Egyptian 
patriotic songs. Sadat began by ad- 
dressing himself to “Egyptian men, 
women, youth and children.” 

TO CONTINOUS EFFORTS 

He sald his decision to consider 
the cease-flre terminated did not 
mean an end to the political efforts 
aimed at gettling the Middle East 
crisis, While expressing confidence 
in the U.N., Its Secretary-General 
U Thant and special envoy Gunnar 
Jarring, Sadat urged the Big Four 
to carry on with thelr attempt to 
solve the conflict in the region. In 
particular he urged the U.S. to 
“fulfil its commitments,” saying’ 
that the American Government last 
month assured Cairo it would object 
to the annexation of lands by force 
of arms, Sadat emphasized that 
during the past four weeks he had 
foeen in contact with the U.S, Gov- 
ernment, which he said was aware 
of @gypt's clear and determined 
position. 

Reviewing last month's develop- 
ments, especially the exchange of 
notes with Dr. Jarring, Sadat said 
that the situation had reached a 
deadiock with Israel's “shocking’’ 
announcement that it would not go 
back to the 1967 frontiers. He added 
that Egypt's main achievement last 
month was in “isolating Israel 
from the rest of the world. 

The President said he had done 
his utmost in seeking “peace based 
on justice," but the world must be 
made to realize that there were “i- 
mits beyond which we cannot go.” 

Sadat said that there were two 
conditions for solving the crisis: 
“Israel's withdrawal from all terri- 
tories occupied In the 1967 war, and 
the restoration of the legitimate 
rights of the Palestine people.” 

NOT ORDERING SHOOTIN 

implying that he would not order 
an immediate resumption of shoot- 
ing, Sadat said that his Government 
would go on watching the situation, 
and would make whatever decisions 
were necessary. The President told 
his people that Egypt was now be- 
ing “threatened with danger dif- 
ferent from any the country had 
faced in tts history." Eigypt had 
known various conquerers and in- 
vaders in the past, but the Egyptian 
soil had remained intact, “This is 
the first time a part of our soil is 
subjected to seizure — by the Israeli 
aggression.” 

He told the Egyptians that the 
present was “the most decisive and 
dangerous moment” for the country. 
Egypt must “amputate the hand of 
the enemy wherever ‘it stretches 
out.” 

He warned that Israel may make 
successful strikes at Egypt through- 
out the country, and called the na- 
tion to face the future gallantly, 
adding, “This is our destiny.” 

Prior to his speech, Sadat presided 
over a cabinet meeting at which the 
Government was reported to have 
defined its course of action in 
the next critical stage for ‘the 
achievement of victory.”

THE NEW JERUSALEM 


Dear Mayor Kollez, 

Nothing in history has prepared you for your 
present dilemma in the planning of Jerusalem. At once 
the most sacred of spiritual sites, the most torn and 
disputed area of modern times, the capital of a new 
and forceful country, the agglomeration of centuries of 
d:feremt ownerships with differing ideologies. In other 
words, you have 2 mess. 


At the same time, opportunity. Before a complete 
modern impasse develops you ‘can still plan a new 
Jerusalem. Too late ‘New York, Tokyo, Moscow; our 
future is behind us. ee is still ahead. 

One modern spectre already looms: I see by ‘the 
Paper that your City Council has approved housing on 
gites like Mount Samuel (Nebl Samwil) and Govern- 
ment House Hill. Politics aside, this is aesthetic cri- 
Minality. The bare Judean Hills are your backdrop, 
your greatest visual asset. I know that we have ruined 
our cityscapes with sprawl, but must you fellow our 
bad example? 

I am aware of many insolubies — insoluble not only 
to you but the rest of us unfortunates in 8, technolo- 
gical and world capitalist era. To name three: Traffic 
— you can never provide enough car space, so do the 
best you can; ‘Housing — housing will, in all likeli- 
hood, forever be substandard; provide whatever your 
nationa] purse will allow you; for ‘Heaven's sake don’t 
let them ruin the beautiful Judean Hills; Speculative 
duilding — remember the golden rule: He who has 
the money makes the rules, but fight it. Even money 
will respect rules (height restrictions? stone facing?) 
when ‘forced. 


Either great or trivial 


Lam not writing you on these subjects, Out rather 
on the subject of the physical place-design which will 
make Jerusalem either great or trivial. What use 
traffic clover-leaves if there is no grandeur for the 
traffic to get to? ‘What point square miles of low- 
cost (and low aesthetic quality) housing if there is no 
centre of life for the thousands to visit, to shop’ in, to 
worship in? What if you successfully keep down the 
Hittons, the Sheratons and the skyscrapers, tf nothing 
takes their place? 

Jerusalem awaits its 20th century, its Israeli shape. 

Jerusalem today has the problems that Rome had in 
the 16th century. Rome was a mess of alleys with 
great buildings (the churches) scattered, its hilis 
masked with hovels. The ambitions of the Papacy 
changed all that. Sixtus V sliced roads and crossroads 
through Rome (each crossing marked with its obelisk) 
clarifying the proceasionals, creating a network which 
still constitutes the arteries and velns of modern Rome. 


Rome since Sixtus has had a plan. 

Other great capitals created their particular sense 
of place in other centuries. 

All these city centres are now old. Your plan will be 
different, new. Zt will be the first 20th-century urban 
plice, and the only one in the world with a history 
Uke Jerusaiem. 


I realize, Mr, Mayor, that my dream 15 easy for me 
since I am so far away and have none of the respon- 
sibility. And yet, there are πὸ insuperable difficulties. 
Control you must have, money you must have. The 
first, I tmagine, you have, Money is, or could be, the 
tax on the finished city of the future, Who. after all, 
paid, for Haussmann's Paris? The third ingredient, 
Bfter control and money, is imagination. Yours and 
your architects, I know you and I know your archi- 
tects — no problem. 

The direction is laid out in the excellent framework 
produced by your team’s preliminary (master plan) 
report: you need a new city centre north of the Jaffa 
Gate.(Mr. Johnson doubtlessly means Damascus Gate. 
Ed. JP.) And you need a Way from Mount Herzl to 
Mount Scopus, (Mr. Johnson is here referring to the 
proposed ceremonial boulevard intended to become the 
city’s main roadway, Ed. J.P.) 


The heart of the city 


The new centre will be the end of the new rapid 
transit from Jerusalem, the Grand Central of the City. 
In a megastructure, around and over and under the 
station, will be hotels, car parks, bus stations, shop- 
ping mals, enclosed plazas, all the beauties of a 
modern concentration. The ‘centre cannot be tall, lest 
it interfere with the Jaffa (Damascus, Ed. J.P.) Gate, 
but it can be spatiaily a new experience of plazas, 
malls, varying levels, all with their own microclimate, 
at once the agora, transportation node, souk — the 
heart of the New City. 


You will have the Way, a processional from Mount 
Scopus to Mount Herzl. This will be the great life- 
giver, the Champs Elysées, the Oxford Street, Unter 
den Linden, the Corso, ail rolled into one.

The chief ingredients are 
natural os and colourings of or- 
ganically-grown fruits and vege- 
tables, beeswax, Janoline and honey

the addition of chemicals to extend 
their shelf-life. 


A few of the new cosmetics are 
so perishable that women are ad- 
vised to Keep them in their re- 
‘frigerators, but most of the pro- 
ducts are enhanced by natura) oils 
which keep them in good condition 
for up to two years — and which 
also make them quite expensive. 
However, there ig one Manhattan 
beauty specialist who whips up 
facial creams to order in a kitchen 
blender, which he feeds with fresh 
fruits. 

‘Some of the natural cosmetics are 
imported (mostly from Sweden and 
Switzerland) but most of the Amer- 
jean trade is the product of enter- 
prising private chemists working 
in small iaboratories. One of the 
latest manufacturers, and probably 
the first to present a complete 
“natural” cosmetic line, is a New 
York pharmacist with a staff of 
only 10. 


Rush matting 


The proponents of this particular 
line, Mrs. Lols Muller and Mrs, 
Sandy Oringer, recently opened a 
natural cosmetics salon on Manhat~- 
tan's fashionable East Side. With 
rush matting on the floor and the 
walis painted chlorophyll green, it 
is a far cry from the conventional 
beauty shop. The shelves are stack- 
ed with those plain little pots and 
bottles that chemists use for put- 
ting up prescriptions. while lipsticks 
and eye shadows are kept in glass 


apothecary’s jars with hand-written 
labels reminiscent of an old-fashion- 
ed pharmacy. 

They read like a poem — lip- 
sticks called Nutmeg, Wild Fig, 
Golden Apple and Tortoiseshell;: eye 
shadows named Cornflower, Water- 
cress, Cinammon, Peach and Jasper 
Mist, Most are made from flower 
and vegetable pigments, though 
Mrs. Muller will quietly admit that 
she has to cheat a Uttle with the 
blues and pinks, which nature has 
not provided too generously. 

Strawberry smell 

Mascaras are coloured with natu- 
ral umber and ochre, facial masks 
are made from pearly white English 
clay, face powder from creamy 
Italian chalk, moisturiser from 
lemon oil, and skin tonfie from 
grapefruit juice.The Muller-Oringer 
Mne also includes a choice of peach 
or almond body lotions, avocado 
hand cream, camomile tea shampoo, 
papaya night cream, and a hair 
conditioner made from pressed quince 
seeds. The cleansing cream is pink, 
with a powerful smell of straw- 
berries. “Cucumber juice is equally 
cleansing," remarked Mrs, Muller, 
“But I don't: think cucumber is 
very feminine.” . 

Since her salon opened two 
months ago, it has been constantly 
busy. Most of the customers are 
young women with long hair and 
well-scrubbed faces. ‘They're the 
ones who require almost no expla- 
nation about our cosmetics," said 
Mrs. Muller. Often they return with 
their mother. Saturday tends to be 
mothers’ day in this shop, and we 
get a number of grandmothers, too."

Expected participants at the 
meeting are Isravia, Chemayir, Ka- 
naf, Avirom, Nativ and Yaaft. Mr. 
Ya'acov Yannay, General Manager 
of Isravia (and sponsor of the fu- 
sion project), explained to The Je- 
Tusalem Post that there are 16 
or 17 aviation compantes in 
Israel, quite apart from El 
ΑἹ and Arkia. They got their 
Yeences before criteria had been 
laid down for their operation; but 
these licences expire on June 30,

Before renewing licences, the au- 
thoritles will have to satisfy them- 
selves that each company has at 
least four planes, properly quali- 
fied staff and maintenance zer- 
vices {in order to ensure flight 
Safety), insurance, a telephone, etc. 

In any case, the airlines are too 
small to operate economically, Mr. 
Yaunay believes, and tougher regu- 
lations will] make their situation 
more difficult still. His own outfit, 
which is slightly bigger than most 
of its rivals, owns three planes to- 
talling 20 seats (a Cessna with

five seats, one with six seats, and 
an Islander with nine). By cooperat-

Moro's previous meetings with De- 
puty Premier Yigal Allon and 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban. 

The Italian statesman is under- 
stood to have taken a thorough 
imterest in the details of Israel's 
position and expressed the view 
that every effort should be made to 
‘break the current deadlock in the 
Jarring talks, Mr. Moro, however, 
ts reported not to have pressed 
(srael to agree to total withdrawal 
from Sinai and has shown under- 
standing for dsrael's demand to 
maintain defensible borders to be 
determined im peace agreements. 

Wir. Moro was yesterday the 
luncheon guest of Mr, Eban at the 
Foreign Minister’s residence and was 
himself last night host at a dinner 
given at the King David Hotel for 
Mrs, Meir, Mr. Hban and senior 
Foreign Ministry officials. 

Both Mr. Moro and Mr. Eban 
are to hold a summing-up working 
session today. Prior to his departure 
this afternoon, Mr. Moro is to meet 
with ‘Defence Minister Moshe Dayan. 

Mr. Moro spent the morning visit- 
ing Christian and Moslem holy 
shrines in the Old City and Beth- 
lehem, starting at the church of 
the Holy Sepulchre, where he was 
welcomed by Latin, Greek Orthodox 
and Armenian clergymen.
